Co., The Imperial Tobacco Co., the 
W, S. Mathews Co., and Tandy & 
Fairleigh, and also at all three of 
the loose floor warehouses of Jas 
' West & Co . J. P. Thoropeon & Co., 
and R. E. Cooper & Co. the receipts 
, were very heavy. The sales on the 
<. ItMMe floors alone are averaginK 
'J 100.000 lbs, a day. It is e.^timated— 
I for accurate statistics are not avail- 
able ^thoat much trouble— that 500 
wagons were unloaded Tuesday. 
The factories began receiving at 
^ daylight and numbers of wagons 
^ h|td to stay in town over nignt. A 
I great problem is to find accomoda 
' tions for the wagons and for the 
r s drivers. ESvery boarding house is 
' doing an overflow boaineaa. 

The wagons come from all adjoin- 
ing counties, many from great dia- 
'\ tancea.; They come into town with 
' ^e tobacco covered with ail kiads 
■of clothes, from )t'*y' v i'i- proof, 
tents to bed quilts of many hues. 
Spot cash is paid for the tobacco 
%and a imillioii pounds of tobacco 
,meana about $i)5,000. as the tobacco 
averages $8 50. Much of this money 
at once finds its way inti' the chan- 
^ J , nels of trade ai^d the merchants who 
• have had the foresight to advertise 
' ' are doing a fl -urishin:' business. 
I In the big factories and rehandiing

their capacity since the last season.

Strangers who are marketing 
their crops here f'^r tho fir?f tirn-j 
are being well treated by the buyers i 
and by the merchants with whom | 
thoy Trade and everybody is trying 
to make their experience In the city 
pleasant. They go away with praises 
of Hopkinsville and franiaaa to re 
turn again. 

Hopkinavilie is to-day the most 
prosperous city in Western Kentuc 
ky. A golden stream is pouring 
from the hem of plenty and every- 
body is getting some of it. And 
these conditions will continue for at 
least tklM montiit.

Tenn., Jan. 31.— In his 
first message to the Tennessee Gen 
Assembly, submitted today. Gov. 
H P' T cf- •:.;:e.-5 th'j P.itteraon ad 
ministration for the *'noo-enforce- 
ment of prohibition laws." Gov. 
Patterson, hi."! immediate predecessor 
was himself partially responsible for 
such an abose. declared Gov. Bo(Hper 
"by exercising too 
tive clemency." 

Gov. Patteraon'a attitude, accord- 
\r)^ to C iv. Hooper, "encouraged 
tiie wide spread violation of the law 
by dangling the hope— almost an as- 
surance of a pwdoa before the eyes 
of a violator. 

"He went on record." declared 
Gov. Hooper, "by saying tnat h 
was not going to extend clemency 
to any violator of this class unips 
there should be some extraordinary 
reason fur so doing." 

*it is my intention, officially and 
';>"rsona!!y ,■■ continued Gov. Hooper, 
■ to join na,nds with every citizen in 
flgbtingfor the enforcemMt of this 
statute.

Jan. 31.— Pri- 
vate detectives who have been at 

work iri >!'ioll)yvill" fiT weeks, are 
said to have discovered a mass of 
evidence as to the operation of the 
mob, which lynched two negroes and 
from which Jim West had a marvel- 
ous escape. 

It li'-'i reported tl.a* West.whos^^' 
present whereabouts are not known; 
has a broken aran, the injury liaving 
beer. .'^ ifT^red when he fell from the 
bri.igv after he had dangled for a 
time at the end of the rope by which 
the nmb planned to hang him. 

West, after makmg his escape 
Went to the nome of his parents, 
wh.Ti' he pperit t\v.> day^ and two 
nigiiu. The story he told of his es 
cape, which has already i>een re- 
c lunted, i^ one of the moatTemark- 
able ever known. 

The first negro, Eugene Marshall, 
was ordered to jump from the 
bridge. His neck was broken. The 
second, Wade Patterson, refused to 
jump and wai pushed off, but the 
rope broke and he tried to get away. 
All the mob chased him except four 
or five, and it was while they were 
thus engaged that West, who had 
managed to graap the rope with his 
hand when be was pushed off. work- 
ed the rope from around his neck, 
dropped to the ereakbaali and got 
away. 

Ir is said that a great many indict 
?.ts will follow the investigations 
by the detectives. The mob, it has 
been found, waa compoaad -chiefly of 
sak)oa hangeaa oa and -tlMtdiiorder- 
ly element.

It Is likewise a cnir.monplBre snylnn 
that milk Is a cheap a» well as a nu- 
trltlout food. Juat at preaent, with 
prices of all klnda of foods rapldlr 
chancing. It Is not so easy aa It once 
waa to make the comparisons that 
are Becassarjr to show which particu- 
lar tooda are rsaUr ehaaa, bat while 
the prleea at food aateriala varr. the 
composition of moat of them ramaina 
nncbaoged, and it ia always poaslble 
to romparf tholr nutritive values. A 
quart of milk supplies practically aa 
much of both protein niid en'Tpy aa 
three-quarters of a pound of btef of 
average composition or eight average 
eggs, and can generally be bought for 
less money. In case milk is eight 
cents a qnart, beef 20 eeata a pound, 
and eggs 14 eeata a doaen, tea cents 
spent for milk will buy a little more 
protein and much more energy than 
tin cents spent for beef or ten cents 
spt nt for eggs. Thus, while other anl- 
nuil foods than inHk i:'i>iit. • ;i;s and 
cheese I are desliabU to give variety 
to thi» diet It may ho assumed that 
milk may be used as an economical 
substitute for any one of them. 

Of the vegetable foods, many (flour, 
for example) are found to be much 
cheaper than milk, when both price 
and nutrltlTe value are taken into con- 
sideration, and, aa a matter of fact, 
they always form the greater part of 
the bulk of human food:' but of the 
animal foods which are uaually com- 
bined with th>' v('(;»'table fooda, milk 
ia one of the cheapest. 

In spite of the fact that milk Is rec- 
ognized as a nutritious and a cheap 
food, there aeema to be a general 
tendency to think of It not aa a poe< 
Bible lubstitate for other more ezpen- 
alTe fooda. hut rather as aa addition 
to the bill of fare. To Ulastrate. milk 
la frequently used as a beverapc w ith- 
out the r«'ductlon of the amount of 
ni-.it or other proteld food.s .'^erved. 
F>(>m the point of virw of the need of 
the bcd.v, tliU uia.v tu- considered ex- 
travagant and the serving of a glass 
of milk or of a bowlful of soup or of 
such desserts as custarda and baked 
milk, or the use of ganeroua quantities 
of milk or white sanoe on Tegetables.
